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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8, 10-17 and 19-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art, 
either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or render obvious, the limitations of: 

...forming a source/drain with a shallow-junction in the substrate beside the gate 
structure; 

forming a spacer on sidewalls of the gate structure; and 

forming an elevated SiGe layer on the gate structure and the source/drain with a 
shallow junction, wherein the elevated layer formed on the source/drain serves as an 
elevated source/drain layer, as required by claim 1 . 

The prior art, either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or render obvious, the 
limitations of: 

...forming a source/drain with a shallow-junction in the substrate beside the gate 
structure, wherein an implanting energy for forming the source/drain with a shallow 
junction is 2-3 Kev; 

forming a spacer on sidewalls of the gate structure; and 

forming an elevated SiGe source/drain layer on the source/drain with a shallow 
junction, as required by claim 10. 

Lastly the prior art, either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or render obvious, 
the limitations of: 
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...forming an elevated SiGe source/drain layer on the source/drain with a shallow 
junction; 

removing the capping layer; and 

forming a metal silicide layer on the gate structure and the elevated SiGe 
source/drain layer, as required by claim 21 .
